Leadership Forum recently told 
the city Airports Commission. The 
forum has requested additional 
minority-contractor participation 
in thebuildqing of the airport s new 
central terminal and for more 
Iminority-oOperated concessions 训 
the north terminal.， Two black 
owned shoeshine stands and a 
barbershop run by Hispanics are 
currently the only minority 
buisinesses at the airport,， the 
forum reported. 

The forum has asked the board 
to consider adopting a plan similar 
to one in use at Atlanta's airport. 
That plan calls for 42% minority 
participation in construction and

in concessions. Commission mem-

SAN FRANCISCO While 
electoral Processes are discussed as 
Congress contemplates extending 
the fedqeral Voting Rights Act， 
California Secretary of State 
”March Fong Eu，for whom a 
major job responsibility is over- 
seeing electoral matters statewide， 
is pleased with status of electoral 
participation in this state. 

"We have more registered 
voters on the rolls than ever 
before, ”Eu，who was first elected 
to office in 1974，noted. Of some 
14 million eligible voters (out of a 
total Population of some 23 
million)，11.2 million 'are regis- 
tered. Eu was an early champion 
of the current post-card registra- 
tion System，which she bejieves has 
helped contribute to the large 
Iegistration， 

MODEL 

Although Eu had iD 1975 
Predicted that bilingual elections 
would be a financial albatross” 
around the necks of state and local 
governments，she is now suppor- 
tive of the ballots. 

“The basic concept of multi- 
lingual ballots is good because 让 
means weie trying to make 让 
possible for all eligible Americans 
to vote.. .However, I would like 
to seetheballots used according to 
meed, not just ethnic heritage,”Eu 
explained 过 

Eu objected to the waste geneT- 
ated by evaluating the _ need for 
bilingual Pallots based on whether 
or not a county has 5% or more 
language，minority “ population， 
Shbe instead favors the state-man- 
dated laws which breaks areas 
down by precinct rather than by 
county， and “Provides ， special 
bajlots for those with 3 色 or more 
of alanguage minority. 

“ 工 hope that in the federal 
discussion (of language minority 
PiIovisions)，they will take Cali- 
fornia as an example and use it as 


a model to _ change .the _ existing 
federal mandate,”Eu said. .She 
noted that while Los Angeles as a 
county qualifies for Spanish bilin- 
gual ballots， certain precincts 
within it have a varying need for 
such ballots: East Los Angeles 
would obviously need them，bnut 
Pasadena most likely would not，

Eu credits the large state voter 

registration jlists to an aggressive 


registration campaign，the Post- 一 


card ， registration system， and 
community outreach， 

“Community outreach has been 
a_ big help， Community groups 
really have made efforts to distri- 
bute ， registration information. 
And weve received much cooper- 
ation from businesses and 
industry, too, "Eu reported. 

Despite this，Eu still has a few 
immediate goals to_ help imPprove 
electoral participation:; to extend 
the registration deadline closer to 
election day，and to stop the type 
of early disclosure of election 
results that had Carter last fall 
concede defeat before California 
polls had closed 

The current deadline for voter 
registration is 29 days prior to 
election day (October 5 is this 
years registration deadline)，bnut 
Eu would like to see 让 moved up 
closer to election day: 

“Now it's often during the last 
two weeks of campaigns that 
many voters become interested， 
Eu noted， The individual cam- 
paign_ efforts which tend to rally 
right before election，can help 
prompt Unregistered ， voters to 
register, 卫 u believes.

Over 100 people testified during 
the three days of the local

Besides losing property，which 
Was estimated at over $400 million 
by the Federal Reserve Bank of 
San Francisco in 1942，those 
interned suffered losses of live- 
lihoods; deaths of loved ones, and 
Severe Psychological damage.

Haun says the iiew methods 
may make successful acupuncture 
easier，since the electrodes and 
laser penetrate the skin more 
readily than a needle, stimulating 
the desired points more quickly 
and 雇 a imore' easily regulated 
manner， 

As the concept :of acupuncture 
has become slightiy more accept- 
able to“establishment” medicine， 
Haun believes the focus of resear- 
chers has shifted from tjPetpe7 
acupUncture works to jhow 芝 
woiks. 


“Basically，acupuncture “need- 
les” the _ nervous system,， ”Haun 
explained. The theory currently in 
favor about the mechanism of 
aclpuncture pPIOposes that the 
various techniques cause the brain

believed to help mediate the auto- 
nomic and endocrine effects， 
Haun explained，although exactly

Haun noted, that the applications 
of acupuncture have increased 
greatly in the Past few years. 
Acupuncture is now Used，for 
example; to lower high blood 
Pressure and to relax the bronchial 
In other cases，acupuncture is 


used 记 dental Procedures to 
supplement the “ pain-relieving 
dualities of novocain or jidocaine， 
andit's sometimes used to enhance 
blood flow to a wounded body 
part and thus speed healing. 

Paralleling the growth of new 
acupuncture methods .and appli- 
cations in the US has been an 
increase in the number of acu- 
puncturists, Haun said，While the 
exact number of practitioners is 
unknown，experts estimate that 
about 2,000 American M.D.s are 
involved with the ancient art. 

In addition，the Acupuncture 
Advisory Committee has certi- 
fied 1,200 nonphysician acupunec- 
turists worldwide since 1976，and 
the committee estimates that 80% 
of those are piacticing in Cali- 
fornia ， 

Haun pointed out that acu- 
constriction _ associated with 
asthma， It is used to combat 
trismus,，a condition in which the 
jaw muscles go into spasms, and to 
suppress the discomfort of 
cigar- 


withdrawal from drugs， 
ettes and alcohol.

“While some people simply dis- 
missed ias “quackery” others 
expected it to do too much, They 
expected it to eure al their ills.
